Destruction in Humble Oil Fields 


Has 
Already Reached 


2,500,000 Barrels. 


Houston, Tex ., July 25.—The flro in 
the 
Hum ble oilfields which started 
Sunday niwht is still burning fiercely, 
but it rem ains confined to the tanks 
of the Tex as company. 
W hile no 
nam es are ascertainable, it is believed 
tha t twelve persons lost their lives. 
8o far as can be lrarned, these were 
all negroes who were employed in 
trying to prevent tho spread of the 
flames. 
Forty three mules are known 
to have perished. 
The m anagers of the Tex as com­ 
pany state that the tanks contained 
approx im ately 2,500,000 barrels of oil, 
which was valued at about 25 cents 
per barrel, and that none of the oil 
will be saved 
In addition they say 
the big pum ping plant at the tanks 
was entirely destroyed, m aking a total 
loss of more than $600,000. 
The efforts of the fire fighters have 
been confined to throw ing tip earthen 
em bankm ents 
between 
the 
burning 
tanka, of which there are eleven, and 
thoae In which 4,000,000 barrels of oil 
belonging 
to 
other 
com panies 
are 
stored. 
These tanks « re 5,000 and 
4,000 feet away from the fire, hut the 
w ater which covers the field as a re­ 
sult of the rain of Sunday has fb» atod 
the burning oil to*the first level, and 
a sudden "boll over” may send the 
burning fluid to the sec md em bank 
m ent, which would place the other 
tanks In greater danger. 
The fire is 
not spreading toward the producing 
field, and it is not ex pected that it 
will. 
H undreds of men are engaged In 
strengthening 
the 
levees, 
building 
them higher, and in throw ing up ad 
ditional ridges. 
Scores of people have 
lost their tem porary homes in the field. 
Many of them have already come to 
Houston to seek shelter.

accept his resignation, but told him tc 
go back to Honolulu and he should 
have the full support and sym pathy oi 
the national adm inistration. 
Governor C arter was in a much 
happier fram e of mind after his inter 
view with the president. 
He will tak« 
a needed vacation before returning tc 
Hawaii, probably in this country, fo» 
several weeks. 
W hen he returns tc 
Honolulu it will be to resum e his offl 
cial duties with new confidence an« 
vigor. 
"I 
advised 
President 
Roosevelt,* 
said Governor C arter, after his con 
ference. "to accept my resignation 
but he declined to take 
my advice

draw my resignation and I decided to 
take his advice.
